Dear  Sir, 

Having  been  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  from  1st 
April,  1950,  I  now  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1950. 

On  looking  at  the  vital  statistics  it  will  be  found  that  the  birth 
rate,  although  lower  than  in  1949,  is  higher,  at  16*2  per  thousand 
population  than,  the  figure  of  15*8  per  thousand  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.  The  death  rate,  at  10*5  per  thousand  population, 
is  lower  than  in  1949,  and  is  also  lower  than  in  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  at  65  per  thousand  live 
births,  is,  unfortunately,  much  higher  on  this  occasion  than  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales.  It  must  be  remembered,  however, 
that  with  a  small  population,  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
results  in  a  disproportionately  large  increase  in  the  rate.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  be  able  to  record  that  no  woman  died  during  the  year  in 
the  City  as  a  result  of  either  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

As  regards  infectious  disease,  the  incidence  of  measles  was  ex¬ 
tremely  heavy,  most  of  those  children  being  affected  who  had  not 
previously  had  the  disease.  Fortunately,  there  were  no  deaths.  There 
were  also  more  cases  of  poliomyelitis  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
there  was  one  death  from  this  disease. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  members  of 
the  Council,  to  other  officers  of  the  Council  and  to  the  staff  in  the 
Health  Department,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  since  the  date  of 
my  appointment.

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  very  satisfactory.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  reduction  will 
continue. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

The  absence  of  any  case  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  again  em¬ 
phasises  the  value  of  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign,  which  has 
been  conducted  during  the  last  10  years.  Every  effort  is  still  being  made 
through  family  doctors,  infant  welfare  clinics  and  the  school  medical 
services  to  secure  primary  immunisation  of  all  infants  before  the  age  of 
one  year,  and  re-immunisation  at  five  and  ten  years.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  some  parents  still  subject  their  children  to  avoidable  risk  by  neglect¬ 
ing  to  have  them  immunised. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  ambulance  service  is  now  under  the  control  of  Staffordshire 
County  Council.  A  24-hour  service  is  provided  from  the  Lichfield 
Station. 


CLINICS 


Infant  Welfare,  Ante-natal,  School  (including  Dental),  Opthalmic, 
Orthopaedic  and  Chest  Clinics  are  held  periodically  at  the  clinic  premises 
in  Sandford  Street.  Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  are  available  at  the  General  Hospital,  Birmingham,  Burton-on- 
Trent  General  Infirmary,  General  Hospital,  Stafford,  Manor  Hospital, 
Walsall,  and  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Wolverhampton. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  and  County  Chemical  Laboratories  in  Stafford 
continue  to  provide  a  valuable  service  to  medical  practitioners  in 
Lichfield  and  to  the  Health  Department. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  enforce  the  removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  any  person  in  need  of  proper  care  and  attention. 

CLEAN  FOOD 

No  steps  have  been  taken  to  form  a  cc  Clean  Food  Guild  ”  in 
Lichfield,  as  has  been  done  by  certain  other  local  authorities.  Careful 
supervision  is  exercised,  however,  over  canteens  and  restaurants  where 
food  is  prepared  for  sale  to  the  public.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was 
notified  during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

Although  33  council  houses  and  29  private  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year  it  is  regrettable  to  have  to  record  that  the  waiting  list 
for  council  houses  and  flats  increased  during  the  year  by  151  persons. 
The  need  for  increased  housing  is,  therefore,  still  very  urgent. 

In  the  light  of  continued  overcrowding  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
very  little  progress,  as  yet,  with  the  demolition  of  those  houses  con¬ 
demned  for  human  habitation  before  the  war. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  provided  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  as  a  precautionary 
measure.  Regular  routine  sampling  by  the  company’s  chemist  and  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  have  all  revealed  a  satisfactory  standard. 
The  number  of  houses  served  by  an  outside  stand-pipe  is  now  19.  Two 
houses  are  still  served  by  wells. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


(Prepared  by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  to  the  City  Council, 

Mr.  L.  Straw,  Assoc.  M.  Inst.  C.  E.) 

The  City  Council  have  been  concerned  about  the  condition  of  the 
Sewage  Works  for  a  number  of  years,  and  have  been  pressing  for  per¬ 
mission  to  proceed  with  the  reconstruction.  The  Ministry  of  Local 
Government  &  Planning  have  now  promised  to  give  consideration  to 
the  Council’s  proposals.  A  scheme  was  prepared  before  the  war,  but  this 
will  have  to  be  modified,  as  conditions  have  changed.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  submit  these  yet  owing  to  the  amount  of  other  work  already 
in  hand,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  ready  soon. 

The  scheme  will  provide  for  dealing  with  a  D.W.F.  of  780,000 
gallons  per  day  and  will  comprise  horizontal  flow  settling  tanks,  circular 
bacteria  beds,  humus  tanks,  etc.,  with  adequate  sludge  drying  beds. 
The  scheme  will  be  so  designed  that  a  re-circulation  system  could  be 
installed  at  a  later  date.  It  is  also  hoped  to  install  mechanical  de- 
sludging  of  the  tanks. 

The  present  Works  are  only  being  maintained  with  great  difficulty. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 
(Prepared  by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor) 

The  Public  Baths  comprise  a  swimming  pool,  24ft.  x  66ft.,  having 
a  depth  of  3ft.  at  the  shallow  end  and  6ft  at  the  deep  end  ;  the  water 
being  changed  on  the  fill  and  empty  system  twice  weekly.  The  water  is 
also  chlorinated.  There  are  dressing  boxes  round  the  pool  and  three 
slipper  baths.  The  whole  design  is  antiquated,  but  the  Council  have 
approved  plans  for  the  remodelling  of  the  dressing  and  lavatory 
accommodation,  which  will  provide  for  the  bathers  to  pass  through  a 
footbath  before  entering  the  pool.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence 
on  the  alterations  in  the  very  near  future. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 
(Prepared  by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor) 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  This  has 
proved  most  satisfactory  and  the  workmen  have  co-operated  in  carrying 
out  instructions,  which  has  meant  there  have  been  very  few  complaints. 
The  tins  are  flattened,  and  bottles,  paper,  rags  and  bones  salvaged.  An 
area  of  wet  land  is  being  reclaimed,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  used  for 
recreational  purposes.

BUILDING  LICENSING 

During  the  year  23  applications  were  dealt  with.  These  were  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  maintenance.  Applications  in  respect  of 
proposed  new  houses  are  dealt  with  by  the  City  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


HOUSING 


Work  in  connection  with  unfit  houses  is  still  difficult  because  of 
delay  in  providing  alternative  accommodation.  During  the  year  one 
house  with  extensive  structural  deterioration  was  demolished  while  two 
others  were  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owners.  Ten  houses  which  are 
included  in  a  Clearance  Area  in  Sandford  Street  were  repaired  by  the 
City  Council.  The  work  carried  out  was  intended  to  make  the  houses 
structurally  safe  and  weather  proof,  but  the  life  of  the  property  is  not 
likely  to  be  very  long  in  view  of  the  multiple  structural  and  sanitary 
defects. 

In  other  cases  the  owners  were  asked  to  carry  out  minimum  repairs. 
The  work  of  repairs  to  sub-standard  houses  becomes  increasingly  diffi¬ 
cult  as  a  result  of  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  combined  with  rising 
costs.  Many  of  these  houses  are  let  at  low  rents  which  means  that  ex¬ 
tensive  repairs  are  obviously  not  economical  to  the  owners. 

Most  of  the  complaints  made  by  householders  concerned  structural 
defects  such  as  leaking  roofs  and  dilapidated  structures.  Under  more 
normal  conditions  many  of  these  would  not  arise.  In  some  cases  several 
visits  have  to  be  made  before  repairs  are  done. 

A  good  deal  of  work  was  done  relating  to  applications  for  new 
houses  under  the  Points  Scheme.  These  investigations  not  only 
disclosed  cases  needing  early  re-housing  but  show  where  existing 
accommodation  can  be  improved.  On  the  whole,  it  appears  that  the 
scheme  is  working  fairly  satisfactorily  though  it  should  be  realised  that 
it  is  not  an  infallible  system  of  allocation.  Probably  the  most  that  can 
be  said  in  its  favour  is  that  it  provides  a  rough  guide  to  the  more 
deserving  applications.  Anomalies  do  arise,  but  as  the  population  of  the 
district  is  relatively  small  members  of  the  Council  are  usually  familiar 
with  the  circumstances  of  applicants.  In  spite  of  difficulties  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  many  of  the  more  urgent  cases  have  already 
been  dealt  with. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

Special  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  stored  for  sale.  In  particular,  visits  have  been  made  to 
catering  establishments  to  ensure  that  a  reasonable  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness  is  maintained.  Most  of  the  caterers  in  the  City  show  a  lively 
interest  in  food  hygiene  with  the  result  that  the  general  standard  is 
reasonably  satisfactory. 

Applications  for  catering  licences  continue  to  be  referred  to  the 
Local  Authority  by  the  Food  Executive  Committee.  This  arrangement 
has  proved  beneficial  because  it  enables  improvements  to  be  effected 
before  licences  are  issued.  In  one  case,  a  licence  was  withheld  pending 
structural  improvements  to  the  building  concerned. 


There  are  23  premises  in  the  City  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream.  The  only  registered  producers  are  Crows  Nest  Dairies  Ltd.,  who 
conduct  business  from  their  premises,  which  are  used  for  milk 
distribution.

Blown  containers  was  the  chief  reason  for  unfitness  in  the  case  of 
canned  foods.  In  some  instances  food  was  found  to  have  been  rendered 
unsound  as  a  result  of  damage  in  transit  or  deterioration  in  storage. 
Certificates  are  issued  after  the  food  concerned  has  been  disposed  of  by 
the  City  Surveyor’s  Department. 


OTHER  DUTIES 


During  the  year  37  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  places  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum.  Applications  relating  to  proposed  new  storage 
places  are  referred  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer.  Any  recommendations 
made  by  him  are  embodied  in  the  conditions  of  new  licences. 

There  are  14  Hackney  Carriages  licensed  in  the  City.  For  the 
convenience  of  the  public  the  City  Council  have  arranged  for  Stands  on 
the  Market  Place  and  in  Bird  Street. 
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
